Bill To Fix 


New Wage 


Standards 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.— 


A bill to fix new wage standards for 
all government employes is to be one 
of the first measures to obtain consid- 
eration at the approaching session of 
congress. 'Salary scales in general, ac- 
cording 
to plans - outlined, will 
be 


raised, but wages for sevenil classes 
of employes may be reduced. 


Senator Sraoot, Republican, Utah, 


with the aid of treasury experts, is 
preparing a bill for the recliissiflcation 
of government salaries. 'It is the plan 
to cease paying federal employes from 
lump sums, at salaries fixed at the 
will of bureau chiefs, and-also 
to 


dispense with the bonus system adopt- 
ed during the war. 


The increased cost of living, higher 


wage scales of private industry and 
many other factors are to be taken 
into account in fixing the new salary 
.standards. Among the abuses aimed 
at are conditions found, according to 
Senator SmooO. 
in 
various 
depart- 


ments where some employes 
receive 


many hundreds of dollars mflre or 
less than others doing exactly similar 
work.

Phoenician language came to light by 
two boys discovering, while playing 
about the Pool of Siloam near Jerusa- 
lem, some letters on a hitherto hidden 
portion of rode, which expert scholars 
found bad been engraved there by .the 
workmen who had hewn the tunnel 
which supplies the water of that- fam- 
ous pool. It is believed by these crit- 
ics that this is the tunnel madebyKing 
Hezekiuh about 700 B. C., when he 
"stopped the upper water course of 
Gihon and brought it straight down 
to the City of David." See '2 Chron- 
icles SI :2-4, and 32 :30. 


These nrc. the only known speci- 


mens still extant of the original form 
of the Hebrew writings. 
It is. not 


certain just when or how the first 
was displaced by the later Assyrian 
type.. But it seems beyond doubt, that 
it was before our Savior's rtayr- be- 
cause He says in 
Matt. 0:18. 
that 


"one Yod or title shall in no wise puss 
from the law till all 
be 
fulfilled." 


Xow this "Yod" our Y, is the small- 
est of all the letters in the present 
Hebrew alphabet, but in the original 
it was one of the largest. 


It is known nmong well informed 


Bible students that a peculiarity of 
the Hebrew writing is thnt it uses 
no vowels, 'but consonants only. The 
little dots or marks found under the 
Hebrew letters, called vowel points, 
were not put there by the writers, but 
were supplied later for the sake of 
convenience, not before the year 500 
or (100 A. D. 
Prior . to that 
time 


readers always bad 
to decide 
for 


themselves what vowels should be in- 
serted in the text of consonants. Here 
is Genesis 1 :1, as they found it Try 
supp'ying the needed vowels: it is not 
difficult as one would think, if you 
are familiar with the text. "NTHBGN 


AVell, how did you get along with 


it? Remember, however, that it would
